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REMARKS 

This Amendment is filed in response to the Office Action mailed Sept. 8, 2006. 

To the extent that any objections or 
rejections are still applicable, they are respectfully traversed. 

Claims 7-9, 12-14, and 24-34 are pending in the case. 

No Claims have been amended. 

Claims 7-9, 12-14, and 24-34 were indicated to be allowed in the Office Action. 
35 U.S.C. §112 

At paragraph 1-2 of the Office Action, claims 1-6, 21, and 22 were cited under 35 
U.S.C. § 1 12, second paragraph. Such claims are no longer pending in the case and ac- 
cording the rejection is believed to be moot. 

Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. §103 

At paragraph 3 of the Office Action, claims 1-6, 17-19, and 21-22 were cited un- 
der 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as obvious over Fan et al., U.S. Patent No. 6,408,005, issue, here- 
inafter ("Fan") in view of Varghese et al. "Hashed and Hierarchical Timing Wheels: Effi- 
cient Data structures for Implementing a Timer Facility (hereinafter Varghese). 

Claims 1-6, 17-19, and 21-22 are no longer pending in the case and according the 
rejection is believed to be moot.
